*The  area  comparability  factors  for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make  allowances  for  the  wa\  in 
which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
from  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  In  addition,  the  death  area  compara¬ 
bility  factors  have  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  When  local  crude 
birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability 
factor,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  or 
with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  area  for  that  year.

Section  47  -  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of 
Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention 


Under  this  Section,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  having  obtained 
authority  from  the  Council,  can  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction 
for  an  Order  for  the  removal  to  a  suitable  place  of  a  person  who  is 
suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically 
incapacitated,  is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  necessary  this  year  to  take  formal  action  under  this  Act.

S1WLRAQI  h  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

North  lastern  Area  Scheme 

The  Consulting  Engineers  have  prepared  a  scheme  to  provide  a  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Arnes by  to  serve  the  villages  of  Arnesby ,  Shearsby , 

Peatling  Magna,  Peatling  Parva  and  Bruntingthorpe ,  The  sewage  disposal 
works  will  be  sited  on  lahd  to  the  South  of  Arnesby  and  sewers  will  be  laid 
to  connect  the  villages  of  Arnesby  and  Shearsby,  The  estimated  cost  of  the 
scheme  is  £165,000  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  commence  in  the  early 
summer  of  1973,  The  remaining  three  villages  will  be  connected  at  a  later 
date , 


ClaybrQOke 


The  Consulting  Engineers  have  a  scheme  in  course  of  preparation  for  the 
extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  which  serves  the  villages  of 
Glaybrooke  Magna,  Claybrooke  Parva  and  Ullesthorpe,  This  is  necessary 
because  the  existing  works  are  overloaded  and.  not  capable  of  providing  an 
effluent  which  will  meet  the  Royal  Commission  standards. 

Broughton  Agtley 

A  30"  diameter  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid  to  relieve  flooding  and 
to  serve  the  proposed  development  in  the  central  area.  The  consulting 
Engineers  are  preparing  a  scheme  to  duplicate  the  principle  sewer  from  the 
village  to  the  works,  This  is  presently  overloaded  and  surcharges  from  time 
to  time,  A  scheme  is  also  being  prepared  for  a  second  extension  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works  to  eater  for  proposed  additional  housing  development. 
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Willoughby  Waterleys 


The  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  a  scheme  of  sewerage  for  this 
village.  It  is  anticipated  that  no  sewage  disposal  works  wil 1  be  necessary 
and  it  is  also  anticipated  that  a  pumping  main  will  discharge  in  the  network 
of  sewers  which  drain  to  the  Broughton  Astley  works. 

Catthorpe 


A  scheme  had  been  prepared  and  tenders  received  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  but  this  has  been  held  in  abeyance  pending  a  decision  on  a  planning 
application  for  the  development  of  a  new  town  in  the  vicinity. 

COLLECTION  it  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  use  of  refuse  sacks  will  be  extended  to  the 
whole  of  the  District  as  from  April  of  next  year.  This  system  seems  to  be 
working  very  satisfactorily  and  has  improved  the  service  both  as  regards  the 
frequency  and  hygiene  of  the  collection. 

Refuse  is  still  being  deposited  at  the  Rugby  Rural  District.  Council  tip 
at  Willey.
